Upland’s new city fire engine 
is today waiting for its first call 
to service. It was officially plac- 
ed in the fire house last Friday 
afternoon and it has not been 
moved since. Members of the 





council, when pressed for favor- 
able action on the application to 
the commission for the removal of 
the rails on Euclid avenue, grac- 
iously acceded to the needs of our 
neighbor city delegation, merely 
stating the objection of Upland to 
the few blocks left in for freight 
car transportation, in the part con- 
tiguous to Upland, but swallowing 
even that to be good fellows. 


Does it occur to the objecting 
Ontario citizens that the Upland 
council might have, and perhaps 
should have “stood pat” and trad- 
ed privileges—as they do in pol- 
itics—to secure the depot arrange- 
ments we might judge to be suit- 
able for Upland’s welfare and fu- 
ture development. 


Now, what Upland would like to 
find out is what caused this change 
of sentiment about removing the 
tracks and putting on the busses. 


The Herald infers that the Re- 
port started the whole proposition 
but began to straddle the fence 
when it found that the station was 
to be moved two blocks east, and 
that the busses were actually to 
run down Upland’s main business 
street.

| Plans for a drastic cut in the 
San Bernardino county tax rate 
were announced Monday by the 
board of supervisors. 

The announcement came with 
the final approval of the 1928-29 
budget. 

The tax cut will be at least 20 
cents per $100 assessed valuation 
and may run more than that fig- 
ure. The detailed compilation is 
now being made. 

The goal for which the supervis- 
ors have been striving is a rate of 
} $2.83 inside of cities as compared 
'with $3.07 last year. It may be 
necessary to increase this two or 
three cents, but in any event it 
will be a reduction of more than 
20 cents. , 

The rate outside of cities will be 
approximately $3.35, as compared 
with $3.59 last year. The terri- 
tory outside of cities pays a dis- 
{trict road tax of 45 cents and a 
county library tax of 7 cents. 

The final determination of the 
county tax rate will be made on 
Sept. 4, when the county auditor } 
will report to the supervisors all 
of the rates necessary to raise the 
funds approved by the various tax 
ilevying bodies.
